tion ihefore any further steps are liaken." 

I'rof. I'rince talked freely to the Colo- 
nist correspondent tonight regarding the 
contention of the cunners that the iiro- 
vlncial- government might stop trap con- 
struction on tho West Co.Tst of the Isl- 
and as interfering with foreshore rights. 

He said 'that traps could be built so 
that foreshore rights, it any, need not 
be .Interfered -n'ith. He stated that this 
province' "was different from other sec- 
tions, inasmuch as they -were apparently 
able to claim foreshore privileges, anil 
their contention might certainly 'affeqs 
tile granting of seine licenses; for a seine" 
net was pulled up on the beach. As for 
the halibut fiuestion, there was one thing 
to say about it. The Americans had tbo 
United States market,, practically the 
only market that was profitable, and the 
Canadians need not hope to eompeto 
witli them. IIo could not understand, 
however, why a market could not bo 
made in England for, halibut. Butter 
and eggs, etc., were sent there, and tho 
margin of profit was vorj» small, while 
in the case of halibut, a big halibut 
could be secured for 10 cents and sold in 
ICiiglaiid for .SIO. whole and fresh. In 
speakiiiu' of the grievances of tho can- 
ners, I'rof. I'rince said there were no 
doubt many grievances, many matters 
to set right, and if they had been set 
right long ;igii it ivoiild liavc been better 
for the government, but -the government 
had not had a minister who could form, 
a resolution and act on it since tho days 
of Sir Ilibbert Tiipper. They had not 
been sullieiently familiar with the needs 
of the Coast lislieries. 

The Colonist representative ventured 
the remark that it would have been a 
very popular move out here if Senator 
Templeuian had been appointed minister 
of marine and fisheries. Prof. I'rince 
replied: "Ah, yes, perhaps! But it 
must be renieinbered that we have one 
coast in tlie East where we have to 
li'gisliite for r)l),000 fisliermeu, and voii 
have 5,000. here. Still the Canadian 
Pacific const needs attention and the 
government have taken steps to place 
the needs of the fishing industry of 
British Columbia before the departmeut 
tb.at the matter niny receive every at- 
tention and consideration."

other exce'.h'Ut i|ualities. Ketch was 
a soui;!il and ardent l>rotesti\iit, particu- 
larly when the axe was most freiiuontly 
reiiiiiisitioiied for the peoi>Ie of another 
persuasion. Of the remarkable rpiality 
of this ballad, the following verse is 
a very flattering siiecinieu: 
You arc sick, I am told, ev'n sick unto 
death, ' 
And of a rebellious disease; 
A liempen cravat to stop up your breath 

'Will give you an abundance of ease. 
--It may. safely -be .assnmed -that there

At the top of 
the sheet is a wood-cut, reprefioiitiug 
Edward Colcniau being drawn in a 
sledge to the place of execution, and ex- 
claiming, "I nm sick of traytorons dis- 
ease," while Ketch, with a hatcliet in 
one hand, and a rope in the other, says, 
''Here's your cure, sir." 

The success of the broadside -wne so 
Croat that it was soon followed by 
"Tho A'lwlogie of John Ketch, Esquire" 
f.;i designatiim ho assumed in coulirma- 
tion of the arms granted to his famous 
predecessor. Uieliaril liranilon). hearing 
ati a Kiiblitle. ".V A'indicatioii of Ilimsid' 
as to the Kxeciition of till' late Lord 
Kussell and the hard I'sage He is said 
to have hail in the severing of his 
Head from His I!ody." Ketch had been 
severely hlanied for his clumsiness on 
this occjisiiiii. Beginning his ".Vrfologie" 
with the snliliiii,. statement that "no- 
Imdy could accuse him of lieing nobody," 
he went on to repudiate the charge that 
he had been given "twenty jtuineas the 
night before, that after the first blow 
my lord should sa.v, 'you dog, did I give 
yoii ten guineas to use me so inhunwin- 
ly'!* " It was true that he had rpceived 
ten guineas, '-'hut not till after hav.jig 
di.sposed of hi.^ coat, hat. and periwig.

'■Steamer Olymnia Itcaelies I'ort After a 
Stormy Passage. 

Steamer Olynipia, of tho Xorthcrn Pa- 
<-ilic line, Capt. Trnebridge, arrived from 
Yokohama and the usual ports of the 
Orient yesterd.iy morning, after a 
stormy passage. She encountered heavy 
weather from tlio time she left tho .Tap- 
anese port, experioni-iug strong north- 
westerly and westerly gules until, tho 
olst, during which time the seas broke 
over tSe vessel. On tho 1st the wind 
blew a hurricane with a' heavy sea. It 
moderated on the 2Dd, and on the 5th 
shifted -to the northeast, from which 
(luarter moderate winds were hnd until 
the arrival in port. There was one sa- 
loon passenger, "W. .T. Thompson, a Cali- 
iomia minor, who has been at work at 
tlie quartz mines bcini: dovoloped by a 
company headed by liPigli limit . former- 
ly owner of the Seattle Post-liit ellii:eii- 
cor, at Gensan, Korea. There are three 
large syndicates oiicratiii',' in Korea, of 
which the outfit of Mr. Thniiiiisoii's cm- 
idoyors is one, that of Prifeliard .Mor- 
gan. M.I'.. and other Britishers, is an- 
other, and the Germans have a mine. 
lOacli company has a ricli properly, 
wliicli is leased from tfle Korean gov- 
ernment, whicli furnishes soldiers and 
guards to jirotect the niiiiers. 'I'liis year 
the attention of tlie natives has been at- 
tracl.Ml towards jilacei' mining and iiiiieb 
has been do'ie. There were no Chinese 
liilss<Migei's. 'I'he freiu'lit cargo was a 
largi' one. nf wliicli slic landed, :>I10 tons 
at the niuer wharf hefiire sailing for 
I'iieniua last niirlit. 

The Olyinpia bnintrlit news of siirliliii'..' 
a steamer wliicli is believeil to lie the 
Iluleli tramp steamer I'^iiliiiiiiia. wliirh is 
so long in iii.'ikiiig a passagi.' from Meji. 
.Tajian, with her cargo of sugar for the 
I'-ritish Columbia sugar refinery. The 
Olyinpia sighted a veswcd about S.30 miles 
off Cape Flattery, which, according to 
:Capt. Trucbridge, seemed to bOiin bal- 
last and ifl.viug the German flag. She 
hoisted -the letters J H Q S. The weather 
was hazy, and it may be that there was 
some mistake in tlio letters and descrip- 
tion: at least, those inteiestcd '.ih tho 
'safety of tlie overdue Folminia hope so. 
She is the only tramp vessel .of that 
class bound here from the Orient, but 
she is laden with a cargo of raw sugar 
from PasKorean. .Tava, from which port 
the steamer sailed two months ago. Tlio 
steamer sighted was n two-masted ves- 
sel and the Foliniiiia is a 1wu-master. 

'I'lie I''oliiii;jia will in all ])niiiability 
have had to resort to her ( ni-^o for fuel. 
IIS slie must have exliansted her coal 
supply in the long passage she is mak- 
ing. Her si.ster steamer, the AVilholniiiia, 
made the same passage in 46 days, ar- 
riving at Port T?ownsend with leaky 
boilers. • '•

MR. MA;RTIN. lyEADBR. . . 

The selection of iMr. Joseph Martin as 
!(>ti«li'r li.v ft convention, cliiiiiiins to rep- 
resent the Liberals of British Coluinbin, 
is an important step and Rroatly changes 
till' political situation. AVhilc the con- 
Teution passed a resolution endorsing 
IMr. .Maxwell for a cabinet position, its 
tilisinoss fler.rly had io do only -with 
provincial politics. There is not a lino 
in the i)latfor!u rclntiiig to federal af- 
fairs; the decision was reaehod to in- 
troduce federal lines into the local arena; 
iMr. !Mnrtiu has declared himself not to 
be bound to the present provincial gov- 
ernment, and ho h.is announced his in- 
tention of taking the stuinp throuBhont 
tho province iu the interest of those, who 
hare chosen him leader. Upon two im- 
portant points the pl^Ltform -which Mr. 
iMai-tin is to advocate takes direct issue 
iWith the views expressed by iMr. Duns- 
muir. In his letter to the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia, Mr. Dunsmuir said that 
his povernment is lueparod to considor 
a provision for land >;rants in aid of rail- 
iWfty construction, provided tho public in- 
terests are properly safo-guarded. The 
lA'iiueouver platfonn declares against 
land grants. In his letter to the editor 
Of this pai>er, (Mr. Dunsmuir said: '•! 
am not in favor of the govommcnt un- 
dertaking on its own account as a gen- 
oral principle the building of railways," 
jind he proceeded to give his reasons. 
IChc platfonn declares for government 
'ownership of public .services and utilities. 
The latter proposition is so expressed in 
fcui-h very general terms in the platfonn 
t'liat it may mean little or notliiug. ^Ir. 
Duusinuir's views are. oii tho other 
hand, clear-cut and uuniistakeable. We 
think the most serious divergence bo- 
twoon the Premier's views, as expressed 
in his letters, and the Vancouver plat- 
form, is in tlie uiatlev of land grants to 
railwa.Vti in preference to cash, and we 
also think that live out of six people in 
the province will support .Mr. Dunsmulr's 
position. 

Tho reinainiicr of the platfonn on 
"wlncli Mr. .Mai-tiii stands as Icailer has 
jiot niurli that is novel to reconinieiid it. 
•Redistribution is favored; but we all fa- 
vor redistribution. About fifteen hun- 
dred miles of new railway are declared 
to be neeessnry iniiiuvliately, but all the 
platform says on that point has been 
said over, and over a^'ain. The enforce- 
ment of the law regarding the scaling 
of logs, the facilitatiilg of the' 'occupa- 
tioii o!' dyked lands, the constriietion of 
ri.:iils. are siini)ly mutters of routine. 
Tlic erection ot smelters by the provlm.e 
is, as suggested mouths ago li.v the Colo- 
nist, worth considering. We nil would 
like to see soinelliiug done to jire- 
vent strikes and loi'Uoiits, and to ilin- 
<.-ourage Orii'iilal inirnigr.-ition. Kvery one 
knows that the provincial finances re- 
quire consideration, and the Colonist 
has urged the opening of a capital ac- 
cotint. Xo one desires to see the ro- 
siilH-ie~ of till- iH'ovinre used by any oiin 
el~c but llie piMipie, anil most ol' tis 
do not se(> ver.v clearly who else could 
use tliein. Therefore, excopb a , declar- 
ation against land subsidies tO' railways 
and one in favor of government owncr- 
shiii, lliere is nothing in the platforni to 
■w.'ivranl the . convocntiou of a couven- 
tion.J There ronuiins ,IMr. 'Martin, 
Leader, ' . ' , 



erica consulted last year as to what tiiey 
would do with China, and wisely con- 
cluded to do just as littie as i-ould pos- 
sibly he done, consistently -with tho pre- 
servation ot any kind of prestige in the 
Orient. There are a few signs in the 
political heavens indicating th'at tbe Chi- 
nese are beginning to consider -what they 
will do with the great pou ers. Theoreti- 
cally, all that the great powers have to 
do is to send ships and soldiers to China 
and compel that country to do their bid- 
ding. I'ractically, such chastisement as 
the great ppiwers can intlict on China. js 
very mucli" like' the damage done by a 
sharp blow- to a feather cushion. In a 
country where life is held so cheap, the 
slaughter necessary to biiug, the gov- 
ernment to its knees •would be so, frightr 
f ul that other nations would shrink from 
inllicting it, even if they were able. But 
other things nfay happen than tho de- 
struction of a few forts and the killing 
of a few Ihousa-nd <Ohinamen ou; the 
shores of the China Sea. Russia is 
about completing her railway across Si- 
beri;i. This is to be a useful thing for 
Ivtissians to come caStou. ■ It may prove 
•very. useful for the. Chinese to go -ivcst 
on. ' ■ ' . , ■ . 

Tlic ■Occidental nations have had little 
diflloulty in defeating Chinese forces, for 
the reason fhi\t they had better weapons 
Jiinl better iliseii)line. Disciiiline counts 
less than it did, and almost any man 
with a rapid-firing rifle in his. hand is 
the equal of any other man. All the 
Chinese hosts need is modern arms and 
l;ninvleilge of their use to be just as 
formidable in the Twentieth Century as 
their ancestors -were in the Thirteenth 
and SixteeuCh Centuries. A. loader is of 
course necessary, but we have no war- 
rant for supiiosing that one will not bo 
in readiness at the appointed time. 

It would ho an error to fail to take ac- 
count of the possibility of a western 
mpvement on the part of the Chinese. 
For centuries, left to themselves, they 
were everything but aggressive. All 
tliey asked was to be permitted to keep 
to their isolation. But the trader and 
tho missionary -would not have it so, and 
the -world must take tho consequences, 
whatever they may be. When tho 
leader comes and gives the woril to 
iChina, tho political condition of the 
'Eastern Hemisphere may be.-roy,olution- 
ized. '

This makes the Inhabitants of the six 

countries named average n little over 
throe to the sqtmre mile, and of these 
fully two-tiftlis are aboriginal races. No 
account is taken in the above estimate 
of the largo habitable' regions, only 
partly occupied, to be found in the west- 
ern part of the Chinese Empire, of the 
great arejia in British East Africa, 
German West Africa ami other localities, 
which need not be naiued, where civilized 
communities could make themselves 
homes. If we allow for these and re- 
ject tho oectipiod areas and tho waste 
portions of the areas above tnlr.dated. 
till re remains jirobably 1,'),000,000 
siiuare miles of the earth's surface as 
well adapted as the portion already in- 
habited, practically without population. 
This area Is greater than that of the 
whole continent of ,Vsia. Peopled at 
the same ra*.io per square mile as Eur- 
ope, it would afford room tov the whole 
of tho estimateri population of tho world, 
wliich is about 1,500,000,000. This is 
something of a stupendous fact, and is 
calculated to set political econoniists 
and social reformers thinking.

^^'e do not know if you are out 
of those to whom what is hero s.-iid ap- 
plies. If you are not, you should la 
glad. If you are, there is much for you 
to do, and you ought not to put it off. 
■^'oung boys from eight to twelve years 
of age arc out on tlic streets late at 
night with no one to care for them. 
They are found where they learn much 
that is b.id and nothing that is good. 
Tlicy all have homes and no real cans,' 
can lie named why ttiey slionid not be 
tbci-c. 'I'll,, street at night is a bad 
school. 'I'lie go, 1(1 liiiiglit by d.ay ilei-s not 
iii;il;e up for the harm done at night. 
This is the text, and the words used to 
tell it are plain. 

The Colonist had a caller the olhi'i- 
day. who spoke along the aliove lines, 
lie is not a preaciier, or ii teacher, or 
a specially religious person. Like the 
rest of us, he is a plain, everyday man, 
who wislies wt'll by liis neiglibm-s, lie 
e.viiress.'il himself as shocked beyond 
words by what he has seen on the streets 
aud around the doors of public resorts 
at night. Little bo.vs, most of them un- 
der twelve and all of them showing 
that' they have, at le.ast, comfortable 
homes, can be seen loitering around in 
public or senii-ijublii' jilaccs, smoking 
cigarettes and indulging in profanity and 
obscene langirngp, after a fashion that 
is aiipalling. No nowsjiapor would ad- 
mit into its columns a detailed account 
of the actions and language of these lads. 
The Colonist's caller said that what he 
saw ma,(lp.lilm foar,for the future of :i 
cdnimuriih^ in -VN-hleh the future men are 
receiving such an awful training. 

The (lueslion may savor of tho revival 
meeting, hut it is of the greatest prac- 
tiedl impdrtance, and so -sve ask: 
''Fathcr.s and mothers of Victoria, do 
you know where your young sons go at 
niglit, and what they do?" 'If you 
know, aud llie knowledge satisfies yon, 
we have little more to say. If you do 
not know, then, for their sakes, and for 
yoiir. own- and,;for(;1;ho sake of the com- 
munity> 'iose lio' time in finding out. 

Our caller said that he knew that 
some of tho lads had religious parents. 
Perhaps this fact ot Itself may explain 



a great daul.^ Some people are bo deeply 
concerned about . their, own «6BlTation, 
nnil, in point of fact, know SO little. of 
the pitfalls to he found everyivhere 'in 
the path of young feet, that they never 
dr(>ain of their Kons being on the road to 
ruin until they are aroused by eomo ter- 
rible shock. Then, .when there is a va- 
cant place in tho household, because a 
boy, -who -was once its darling, has be- 
come an outcast and, perhaps, a crim- 
inal, they ask thcmselve.^ what God can 
have meant by suffering this afllictiou to 
,'come ,upou3 0iem... „?h6y forget thut the 
afllietion that has come upon the eon, 
whom they -were lionnd by every law, 
natural, human and divine, to guide into 
those avenues of life, which ■\vould 
•make;,-'a. true fina'n ,of hlm;j isvtenrfpld 
greater than what they suffer. They 
tell you that they leave their fainili(>s 
to the Lord, which may be well enough, 
if they could be sin-e what part tho T,ord 
had in their having families at all. iMar- 
riago entails duties, and it is tho act of 
a cur to shirk those duties in respect to 
the proper bringing up of childrpn. There 
is likewise a disposition on the part of 
some people to mistake larune^^s for faith. 

There is another class, Avhose boys are 
out on the street, at night, , This, class 
claim to ho "of tho -world." The father 
will say that he is a niau of the -world, 
that he to(d< his chances and his boys 
must do the same. This is verj- well, 
but, good sir, do you honestly think that 
you have been such a liowling success 
after all? Is there any substantial dif- 
ferenci! lietween .vour worldly superiority 
and the faith above referred to? Are 
they uot both simply different manifesta- 
tions of the same kind of laziness, the 
same shirking of responsibili'ty ? T'he 
trouble about your case^goo<l sir, is that, 
while you iirobably hail a father, who 
inculcated the iiriiiciples of right living 
into you so thoroughly that you have 
never been able to completely live them 
down, your son has uo such advantages. 
Lie starts out in life handicapped by the 
consequences of your blunders and -with- 
out the bonolit of such guidance as you 
received. As for you, good,, more-or-less 
fashionable, niadamo, mother of the boys, 
who are playing ducks and drakes of 
tlieir lives, tlieir morals and thuir future 
for all eternity, what excuse have you 
to offer for,the;7ivnyryour,little^.lad9 are 
learning the le'ssolis !bf. the street^? Un- 
doubtedly hoys are a gi eat source of 
worry. .So is golf. So is bridge--whi6t. 
So are other things which occupy your 
time and attention, it these do not. There 
is no escaping "worry; hut there is one 
worry that must be infinitely worse than 
all others, a'nd it is to see tho little boy 
you used to fondle become, before ho 
has linig trousers, familiar with the 
lowest kind of vice and a participator 
in it as far his little capacity will allow. 

Do you think this Is plain talk? iWell, 
it is meant to he so; but it is not half 
as plain as is the need for just such 
talk. Being plain, -ivo hope it will make 
some folk think, for .from thought on 
these lines good is sure to come. It is 
trite to say that tho boy of today is the 
man of tomorrow; but most of us act as 
if -wo did not know it. The trend of 
boys in towns is not up, as it ought to 
be, but down. In the East, tho country 
sends its recruits to take the place of 
those -whom the towns spoil for useful 
.life. Fathers and mothers of British 
iColnmbia, who will inherit -what you 
must leave behind? There is little re- 
serve in tho country districts to draw 
upon. Is tho province, -with nil its great 
potentialities, to pass into the hands of 
strangers? It is for you to say. It -will 
certainly pass from the control of your 
children, if you permit them to get the 
most lasting part of your education on 
the streets at night.

Indians Do Not R-qu Smooth. 

If tho following comment of n Yukon 
jouriKii is correct, there is an ludiaU' 
missionary at Moosehide who socui-oa the 
<Mil'orcemoiit of the law, 'but makes no 
t^pecial .success oC proachiiig the iGospel. 
Thus tho Dawson News isaj-s: 

There seems to have risen among the 
Indians of .Moosehide whii.t might be 
called ail "anti-church" party. While 
the tribe lo a man lias accepted tho 
'White man's tlu^ories of (ioil and His 
Trinity, there is an open disruption, and 
iiii'ler tho loadersliip of the cliicrfs tho 
Indians are refusing to atti.'inl the mis- 
sion iiH'sideil over by the liev. .Mr, Totty. 
Tho n'as')n they give f'lr tiieir r.ction "is 
that tho inissiiinary gets tho Indians 
into loo mucli tnmlilo. They say, 
•■White proacher no like Indian. Tell 
policu come down get Indian. 'II inn say 
he glad :Indiaii boy in .skookuin house. 
Throe Indian women— very, very old- 
all sick in one cnibin long, long time, 
lie go see 'em, give 'eiu imedlcine. He 
no like Iti<Iiau. All time make trouble." 

•Wliether or not thdir complaints are 
childish, the fa<;t roranins that the rod 
iiioii are in open rebellion Against tho 
mission, .■iiid invariably ascribe it to tho 
man in charge. His side of the storv, 
told to a reporter, is that the Indians 
are iiiimoral aud know no restraint but 
force, and that to lock them up is .a 
salutary Josson to them all.

Adventure With Spy and Its 
Ending— How ttie Road 
Is Built, 



Froen London News. 

From a'omsk, tho present capital of 
Siberia, to Irkutsk, the future capital, 
and already called the Tans of Si- 
Jjcria, took three and a lialf days. Had 
1 been on tho search for adventure, 1 
could not have sought the whole world 
through, a moro unromantic route. AVe 
.had long bidden good-bye to the prair- 
ios, ami now ran through a region of 
forest and heaving country side, with 
many rivers to cross, and sighting at 
at last, like a gray-purple cloud ou the 
horizon, the gaunt, siiow-creViced moun- 
tains that wall China. 

It was at Taiga I becamo conscious 
of the fact Jliat I was being watcliod. 
I felt the knowledge of the fact creep 
in somewhere at tlie back of u;y neck. 
1 turned hurriedly ^nd cauglit the 
ileparting side, glance of a short, in- 
(iuisitive-<!yed, and, taitar-boorded gcu- 
tlemanj- 1 knew ho 'ivas watching me 
'.Maybe lie lielooged to that mysterious 
bo(l>', the Bufisiau secret jiolico; Maybe 
he thought I 'was a Soho. Nihilist— 
though 1 liopo there ■was nothing sug- 
gestive of Soho in my attiro, save my 
old knockabout slouch hat. I took :i 
stroll to the far end of the platform. 
He followed, and i>re±ended .not to be 
looking when 1 turned, 'but when I 
again passed him I could feel his 
gaze, like a Uoontgon ray, go into 
the side of my head. When the '!Mus- 
(vDw-lrkulsk iKjst: train arrived ,1 
hunted out a carriage and propnroil 
lo maki' mysoir oonifortalile for four 
niglits. .SuiUloiily tbo door was jerked 
open, and as suddenly jerked shut 
airain. It was my little spy. I heard 
whispering in tho next conipartiuont, 
and when 1 went into the ciiniilor my 
spy— 1 got to re,i;iu-d him as my ouii 
parlioular propony afler throe days— 
and tile conductor oaino ami siarod. 

Whenever I left my carriacc he left 
his. I couldn't go into tiu^ bulTot 
and have a cup of soup w'tlumt my 
spy sittin}; opposite me. If I wan- 
dered 'lonrtoon minutes in the iwnods, 
to taio a photograph, er climbed a 
hank to get a snapshot of the tniin, 
he was near. Truly, as a spv !>■! 
played the same !bndly. • It was nil 
too patent. If I could have reallv 
acted susiiiciously I would, just to 
fool him to the top of his heut. All 
I could think of was ^to look at oni- 
b.Tnkmpifts simulating wisdom as tliough 
caloulnting how much dynaniito it 
would iie<'d to blow them into the air, 
or walk aioiif.' the line nnd ins])oct the 
rails as though I had somo deep design 
tn mind. But 1 maintained an air of 
sublime i,i,'noraiice that he was on 
earth. 

It was tho evening bef(U-o wo reach- 
ed Irkutsk, and the train was lialfiii- 
for half an Inuir, when all at oii.'e, 
there w.ts a low jipxt door. I .sprang 
into the corridor to see. , There wore 
tho railway olllcials ignoniiiiiously 
throwing my s|iy and his bolon-inL-^ 
out. Th(> iiuiuisitivo little follow had 
novor seen a foreigner before. and 
ho was traveling lirst-olass with a 
socoud-elass ticket. He was very pot- 
nlant at this indignity of ejootioii. He 
fretted and fumed. But "out you go 
and got into a back carriage," wn>< the 
attitude of the ollioials. .Vs ho iiiekeil 
up his bedding and kettle he l.xdiod 
at me. I could not resist the tomnta- 
tlon to Kivo him two broad, slow Brit- 
ish winks, nnd then laugh. It was 
the only reveniro 1 had. 

And I mention the iiioidoiil boonii-'O 
It has, .so far, been the only shadow- 
ing I ever oxporioiiced. 

A railway journey like this is niiii-h 
like a voyi\ge abo.ard ship. 'J'ho pas- 
sengers strike up aciiiiaiiitanoos, and 
a kind of family foidin- prevails. Like 
the rest, I jnmj) from tlii> 'train 'in the 
fresh of the early morning— and how 
crisp nnd blood-tincling is tho wid- 
conio of the youtiir dav in Siberi;!— a ml 
run with my little kottle to the bi- 
bubbling samovar that somehody has 
got ready, and join the good-naiurod 
struggle for hot -water. Most of us 
are sloopy-oyod nnd uncombed. 

There are peasant women with h.-is- 
kots. in which are groat slubs of the 
nmrniiig's broad, brown and spoie^-y 
ami a little sour, which I fnnov. b'or 
a iienny I get a hunk. The iirst-class 
and second-class folk, being more 
"swagger" than the third-eliiss ami 
fourth-class people— the first and sec- 
ond men wear their -shirts tucked in 
ihoir trousers, and the third nnd 
fourth wear theirs outside— often luiy 
"fransoozld bleb." 'which you nndor- 
sfaiid, means French bread. But for 
this, twopence must bo paid. l-'ro.-n 
another old peasant woman I get a 
pat of butter, cool and delicious, lor 
twopence, and for fourpence 1 secure 



a- plate of blackberries. Then back to 
my carriage where I have tea and 
eugar— my packet of tea burst .the, othef 
night and got niixed up with my pjamas, 
cigars and shaving tackle— and 1 sqnat 
ou the floor and made the most delic- 
ious tea in the world. There is some- 
thing constitutionally wrong with a man 
who doc-s not like Russian tea— rather 
'weak, with a little lump of sugar and 
a little slieo of lemon, and no milk, and 
drunk from a tumbler. 1 — who for sev- 
eral days had no spoon, and not kiiow- 
iug the Jtussian for spoon, found a pa- 
per knife an excellent hubstitute — could 
write 4iu epic oa Bussian tea-drliiking. 
Then with the window wide open, wlule 
the train rolls slowly through tho for- 
est, tho engine bellowing Avith long hol- 
low etdioes like a steamer crawling its 
way up the Mersey in a fog, I drink 
glasses of tea, many, of theui, until 1 
must "be "wisilbly swellin' " and munch 
my now bread and new butter, and 
oat my berries" with tho dew still on 
theni;'Wli6".;|vants *a"rbettor first break- 
fast thnii that? Then a pipe, and a 
long look upon the never ending regi- 
ments of trees, tall, slim, silver-bark- 
ed. 

For lift.v yards or so on each side in 
the line is a clearing, and the trunks 
of the slain stick nu like black 
knuckles in miles, miles, miles, of gor- 
geous undergrowth. It is as though 
there was a carpet of Virginia creeper 
as hlood-r(?d as the wine of Capri, but 
with a clear yellow dash now and then, 
like ilosello, to bring out the brilliance, 
and with the ilrab velvety dust of tho 
line between. 

•Later on we wore among pines, iiotli- 
ing but pines, the ground sprinkled 
with sunlight, but the distance black 
as cuvi'rns. Here, in the clearing, a 
fresh crop of lirs is siiringiiig up, witli 
.voting limbs as green as a shallow sen. 
1 ihouglit of the millions and millions 
of ^Christmas trees lliey would make. 

Till.' fact of being in Siborin has 
often sliiipcd luway from my m.'.iul. 
When you j:o from l.oiiilou to Bounie- 
inouth, the run through the New 
l'"oresl does not make you think of 
Jsiberia, yet '\vo kept going aU day, all 
night, several days nnd nights, 
through just such a country. It was 
i!io continuity of it, tlie iiever-soein- 
ing emling of if, tliat hrought one back 
with a jerk to realize sometlung of its 
length. 

Tliou-h tills Trans-Siberian frnok is 
.•1 wonder of the world, all built within 
ten years, the idea of some siieh a 
way has liltored Ihrougn tiie minds of 
men for a ;.'i'noralion or more. It is 
interesting tliat it was an Knglish eii;:iii- 
eer, with the unkind name of iDull 
who .away back in the liftios, thought of 
r. hurse railway from .Nijni-Novgorod lo 
.some part on the I'aeilic. .\s there 
wore some .4,(KM),(K)0 horses in Siberi;!, 
the idea was not u bad one. Tiio Bus- 
sian governnii'nt thonglit well of tb.o 
pl;in, and invited estimates of the cost. 
i5iit not a single estimate was sent in! 
and so Dull's scheme passed to the limlio 
of niight-liave-boon. Then with the 
growth of r.iihvnys in Kurojie caiiio otluir 
Siberian plans, to throw a railway over 
the Ural mountains iji the mining re- 
gions. .. -Aftur yours of rejection and 
rccooslderntiou. tuich a lino was m/iile 
chiefly to got in touch with the trml- 
iug ' centres ■ 1ft . Siberia on the banks 
of rivers— and no conutry in tho world 
has such navignhlo rivers as Siborin. 
I.ook at a falr-siznd map, and von will 
see there is a cobweb of thm— tho 
oiii. the "Venosei, the Lena, the Amur, 
with a liiimlrcd tribntorles. But like 
a vision— as we . sometimes tliink it 
will be 7)ossible some day to go to 
-Vnierica by nirship— kejn lioatiug be- 
fore the hrnliis of engineers tlie idea 
of one continiKuis line from Moscow 
to tlio I'aeilic. Then oni' morning camo 
the onliM-s from the Czar of all the 
Knssias: "Let it be done." And it 
has been done. And I am HOW riding 
over it in as comfortable a carriage 
as I want nuywhore.

Light Thrown 'Upon Its Mysteries 
fXhrough Anecdotes by Ofllelals. 

To tho ordinary man the JS'oreign 
Olllee is as minich of a mystery as the 
romple of l.si.s. It has nlway.s been 
closed, as it wore, to the public, and 
nnlil till- lirc^i ••I'oroi.i.'ii Ofllce I/ist" was 
published in 1J-'."L', no record was kei)t, 
oven in the olllee, of the seiiarato ser- 
vices rendered by each individual. The 
Iii'Jdication of the "List" was stron-ly 
objected to in certain (liinrter.s as likelV 
to alToni iiifonnation to tho gonor.'il 
public witii regard to the ofllce which 
Ihoy tIioti>;ht it advisable it should not 
po.ssoss. Sir Kilward Hertslet, whose 
••ltooIle(;tioiis of the Old L'oreign Ofllco" 
have just heen pitbli.shed 'by iMr. .lohn 
'Murray, comes of a race of h'oreigii 
Olllee ollicials, for his father, Mr. T.owis 
llertslot, w.'is appointed sub-librarian in 
ISCii. and did not retire from the ofllce 
of librnrian until 1857, and there have 
iH'on four generations of iHcrtslote in tho 
Foreign Odlce since 170."). 

'J'lie (|iiestioii is often asked, "WJiore 
was tlu> h^oreifrii Olllee befori> it was 
'lirst situati'd in Downing strcotV" Tlie 
an.swor is that the i'^ireign Ollico was 
lirst so-i-;illcil on the diseoiitiliuanee of 
llu: separate ollici^s of the secretaries of 
state for the •'Xortlierir' and "Southern" 
dopartmonts on March 2T, 17S2. Iloth 
lliesc (l(!i)artmeiits were at that time in 
CVovcdaiid Kow, .St. .Tames'. There the 
h'ort'igii^ Ollice remained until .Se])lein- 
iber, ITSO, when it was removed to tho 
Cockpit, at ■\Vliilehall. It rcninined 
there until Decemlber, 1703, when -it 'was 
iran.sferred to somo private houses ia 
Downing strei-t. Tt waa next trans- 
ferred in ISdl to Xos. 7 and; 8 Whitehall 
(.ardeiis while tho now. building in 
Downing street was being erected, nnd 
on .Inly 1, 1,S(>8, it went 'back to its 
present and perinanoiit quarters in 
Downing street.

The storj- told in tho public school Ixioks 
and histories of Canada and tho United 
States up to a comparatively recent 
date, and, indeod. found in f^onie of 
them to-day, to the eH'ect that Cidiim- 
bus discovered .\incric;i. is now con-iil- 
ercil in wcll-iiiformod circles to be what 
is commonly called a fairy tale. 

It has, been known to historians for 
more than a century, and the proof is 
cojisidcred overwhel uiing-, that the 
AWstern dreniisphere was known to 
Knropeaiis more than four hnndred 
years before the birth of Oliristoidier 
(.'olnmbns. The "Sagas" (Scandinavian 
records) lidl us that Lcif Krikson dis- 
coveriMl A'inlanil (Canada) as carlv as 
-A. T"). 1001, .■mil it was known at the 
Holy Kee very shortly after that date. 
It is i>ven Inuiwii that Colnmbus, before 
setting out 01! bis supposed voyage of 
discovery, went to Iceland anil there got 
inajis and considerable information 
about tho country he was about to "dis- 
cover." 

fSlr. -Bm-mnnuel Ohlen, of 'Montreal, 
consul of Pern and Nicaragua, and cor- 
responding secretary of the iMoutrcal 
Numismatic and 'Antiquarian iSoeiety, 
has Jtindly supplied the •'Witness with 
the vfollowing particulars regarding the 
early hisitory of this continent, 'Jlr, Oh- 
len says: 
sars: 

'Tlie preeions records iu the Vatican 
library at Home, as well as in the 
libraries of Copenhagen, Paris, Stock- 
holm, Christiania, Upsala and tlie Brit- 
ish iMnscuiu go to show that not only 
do there exist innnnieralile "s;igas" de- 
scribing minutely the trips of the Vik- 
ings in the ninth and tenth centuries, 
but also maps and papal documoiits 
which go to prove without the slightest 
doubt that this continent was dis- 
covered, and, moreover, inhabited, <en- 
turies before the time of Columbus. 

In the lOuropenn archives, ospeciall.v 
at Rome and Copenhagen, are pupal 
bulls appointing the first bislioii of 
"Greenland and the lands heyond the 
sea." These documents refer to the 
appointment of Albert, Bisliop of 
Greenland, in 105."!, and of Erik Ujisi 
in 1112. The latter is specially men- 
tioned as having visited Vinland in 1121 
and ministered to the people, organizing 
a church, etc. The nnnics of twenty- 
two hishops are meutibncd in succession 
in tho papal tnlls above referred to. 
.Vfter the date of tho appointment of 
the first bi.shop, tho IToly See wiis in 
constant and continuous communication 
with the Apostolic Sec nt 'Garde, Green- 
land, and there are numerous papal 
locuments still preserved from that 
period. 

In lOT.T Pope Alexander IT. issued a 
special hull to the Archbishop of Ilam- 
Imrg regarding the (»reeiihnid diocese. 
Further niiiKiinl nients were made by 
l^ope Paschal II. Pope Fugenius III. 
iu t\'<i issued bulls; Emperor Fred- 
eri(d; I. in ]1,">S issued a decree regard- 
ing Greenland. Pope Innocent HI. ap- 
pointed Tliorer G tis/nmidsson, Arcli- 
liishop of Greenland, among other conn- 
tries, in 120,"). I'ope .lohannes issued a 
bull also about this country in 1270. 
As late ns I'tlS Pope Nicholas V. wrote 
to the "Bishops of tho northern conn- 
tTi(>s," ordering tlicm to sec that

■made in ttie ovor-sea settlomeuts. 

As a further proof of the early settle- 
meiit of North America by European 
peoples, it may be stated that thera aro 
at least sixteen maps' extant ihowlng 
parts of the., 'Western Hemisphere, a.s 
knows" Obefore the.' time of Columhu.s. 
■Professor A.- •B. Nordensklold. who died 
Inst Bununer in ■Stockholm, repulilished 
this series of maps, a copy vvh'ch is 
in the Chateau de Kamezay, and is tho 
property of the Montreal Numismatic 
and Antitiuarian Ssociety. 

Besides the "sagas" maps and hulls 
referred to, there are, last luit not jn,is% 
the ruins of the habitations, chuieles 
and monuments of these early settlf-rs. 
Such ruins are numerous on both i.ne 
east and west coasts of Greenland, end 
they have been found as tar jior'h ns 
Baffln's 1i\\y. Similar ruitis would, rn- 
doiiljtedly, be found on the Labrador, 
Newfoiiiidlaiid and Caaadian <iinsls Tf 
search were made. 

A certain school of Unite 1 ,?c,-.tr(i 
historians claim that the Vinland 
known to these ancient sntciers I'lelnded 
soino of the New England stat.'s. Thoy 
even point out places ".t '\Va!ertow)i, 
N. Y., Charlestown, Mass., and oilier 
localities „a8 ihaving -ibeen 1 -uly Kcree 
sottleraotats, indicated ; by. sever.il rn in s 
found there.' ' 

This is not_the place, says Mr. Ohion, 
to dispute -this claim;' hnt, ho adds, to 
any intelligent observer it must be clear 
that iCaaada was the country tlie Norse 
men first iset their eyes on; nud '• In 
which their settlements 'wore ' 'first 
founded. 

rriie Itight Bev. Bishop IFowley, of 
St. .Tohn's, Ntld.. maiiit;iins strougl.v that 
oniv of the e.arly Xorse settlement's was 
situ;iteil jit Miraiiiiclii T!ay. N. !!., and 
f^toiii-s hearing iuilccipherahle inscrip- 
tions li;iv(> been found at Varnioulh, X. 
S,. and even sonic dislaiire inl.'ind. 

It is curious to note that ih(> laloi- 
I^uropcaiis, in ih>scr;bing the laiciiaire 
of the now extinct tribe of Bcowtouk 
Tnilians, who originally iuhabiled the 
'^laritime I'rovinces and Newfoundland, 
cite iiinnv words clearly shown to be of 
Norso origin. The implonients also used 
by those Indims, and even thiw(> of 
the Micraac tribe, were of Norse de- 
sign. 

Again, when the Jesuit 'Fathers ar- 
rived in iNova Scotia about the middle 
of the seventeenth century, they found, 
it is recorded in their intv're,sting hook, 
"desuite lielations." that the Indians 
had the synili(d of the I'ross and knew 
its meaning before tliey arrived. 

Among tho most interesting and idg- 
niticant mementoes of (he ancient colo- 
nies are the ruins of eliurehes to be 
found in various parts of Gi-eeiilanil. 
One was the church at Kakortok, on 
the west coast of Greenland. It was 
built of big stones, and there are evi- 
dences that lime was used in its con- 
Ktrnction. In l,*^!;" the walls were still 
standing to the height of 27 feet at the 
east end, and 21 feel at the west end. 
Tho huilding was 2."i ytirds l(i inches 
long, and 12 yanls 11! inelies wide on 
the exterior, and the front was towards 
the east. It had four windows and 
two doors, and a bell. AVheii the edi- 
lice was destroyed, as it appears to 
have been, by lire, the li.dl was melted, 
or partially so, by the heat, and ren- 
dered useless. Iu the cliitrch walls 
niclies aro still to lie seen in whieh 
statues of saints once were placed. A 
stone '^vnll enclosed the graveyard close 
by, and tho priest's house was also 
situated in convenient proximity. Little 
rega rd Is liad for these ruins by modern 
visitors to tliese parts,- and vandalism 
h.ns almost razed them. These and 
other simibir niins, we aro told, are 
being ilcstr.iyed by .\inerican "Wholers. 
who lind Ihi'm convenient places' in 
which to lioil I heir blubber. 

Tho tombstones whieh ha-ve been 
found furni-jli the most valuable infor- 
iiiatioii. One sloue bears, besides a 
cross, the following' iusci-iption: " IIKlt: 
TTVMjIK: II RO. KOLGIMMS: S." 
The cross indicates that tho person 
biii-ii'd was a .Christian, and the inscrip- 
tion uieaiM: "Here rests Harold, son of 
Kolgrim." 

.\nollier stone has ' ilicen broken in 
twain. lis size now is 1 yard l.'i 
inches by 14 inches. It is flat, thin, 
and in roil sa ndstoiie. The inscriiition 
is in Runic characi crs. anil re.'iilM thus: 
"A',Ir;d>tS: V. D. ITVir.TIl: 'flFI!: 
GdiFjDK: (iUP: SAL: IIE('N>XAn." 
which means, *'\'igdis. iM.'s daughter. 
rc>sts here; may God gladden her soul." 

Bvidcnces exist tlint the iChristinn 
church was establislsed as far north as 
BaHln's Tslnnd. There was" also a 
church .nbont four miles from the prcs- 
eul iDanish vilbiL'e of. Uppernnvik, tho 
riiiim of which still reninin. This place 
is siiceially interesting on account of n 
"seltlemeut" stone or nionuniiMit found 
there whieli gives the date of the found- 
ing of the settlement. This stone is of 
a dark green color, and bear.s an in- 
scription in Tlunii' eliaracters 'vhich 
•itates that ''Frling. son of .Sigvat, 
Bjarne, son of Tliordor, and 'Fndriile, 
«ou of Odd. erected tliis •.-.lone on iSntnr- 
■lay. April 'J',, II.",,'. and cultivated this 
district." In view ei* these facts, it 
would seem ab'^nrd to try to maintain 
tlie old sayinir that Columbus discovered 
•Vnierica. and that vhihot and .Tacqucs 
Cartier were the first Kuropcans to set 
e.ves on Canada. 

Canadian bislorians, or. rather, anti- 
quarians, have a wide field before them, 
and it is lioped that further search will 
i>o made for r«>licR in thoso parts of 
Canada In whieh the Norsemen are be- 
lieved to have settled. 

iMr. •Ohlen concluded an Interview 
witli a Witness reporter on this subject 
by stating that nothing short of histori- 
cal truth .sliould b" given the public 
!ind placed before the children of Can- 
ada in their sidiool books. 'J'h(>y should 
know that tioiiinihus did not discover 
l.\merica, but that this continent was 
discovered, inhabited and settled by a 
cultured and Christian peojilc cfiitnries 
bcf.ire Columbus was liorn, to which 
fact the autlioTilics and proofs above 
citeil. among others, bear witness. It 
is high time, he thinks;, that r'aiiiulians 
di«c..iribMl the old version of the 
" Columbus " story frimi their histories, 
and put that great man in his proper 
place.

Tills practice, which Is In har- 
nionv with procedure ot the Apo.stles 
aiH'ii'ntly. while a severe trial to the eld- 
ers, has' proved a most excellent discipline 
euuslng tbeni to put Implicit trust In God. 
and clothiiig them with tho true .spirit ot 
their calllnsr. Every worthy mate member 
of the church holds some ofrice In the 
priesthood, and Is exercised either at home 
or abroad In prenehliig the Gospel and ad- 
ministering its ordlnnnqes.:... . ,.

When the Esnprees of Austria received 
the news of her eon Kudolt's death 
she wias wearing a famoii.s necklace 
of Oriental pearls. That night, so the 
Htovy goes", tho attendant who.'--e duty 
if was to care for tho jewels, was hor- 
ritied to see that the superb pearl.* had 
lost their lustre and looked dull' and 
dead. vSiie spoke of the matter to her 
inistrew:, wlio in her sorrow did not 
even listen. 

A month or two Inter tho Empress 
had ocassion to call for her i>earls, nnd 
on opening the case, found every pearl 
of tho necklace a liistrelcss gray. She 
called the c(Uirt jewelers into consnlta- 
lioii, l)ut nothing could bo done to re- 
store the pearls to .their former beauty.

in,' industry in the placer gold regions of 
tlie Klondike. In November last, crush- 
ini; oiicratioiis were started at the hrst

But with 
the new Edison storage battery tho wind- 
mill could run a dynamo -when the 
wind Mows and the power generated 
icould be saved in a storage battery. 

A belt of windmills aniuni! l'liiiii;;o. 
say for forty miles, could snjiply slor- 
flge ■batteries with onougli electricity to 
light the whole city of Chicago con- 
stantly, I'ud possibly to beat it, to'.-. 

"•Per niauaractiiring puriioscs the 
storage battery would iirove of ,i;reat 
value. Take a factory where the man- 
ufacturer has a 100 horse-power provid- 
ed constiintly. At noon, when tho plant 
is shut down there is a groat waste. 
"With the use of the storage battery the 
manufacturer could save all the power. 

"I'ho ftirmcr's nvindmill would .mean 
much more to him. By the use of a 
dynamo aiul a storage battei-y he cou'ld 
have his windmill do the threshing 
and cut the rorn for fodder, while his 
iwife coubl have it to heat tlio flatirons 
.up ilini' wiiidmiiis nnd heat liis house 
ami do the churning. lie might put 
iwithoiu tile use of fuel.

The iulialiitants of 
lioth Korea ond China impressed him am 
o.vtremoly indolent, aud opposed to work; 
iii .lapan, ou tho contrary, wliPii stay- 
ing at an inn, at au hour when he was 
lint yet pi'oiierly awake, and fearfully 
sleepy, the noise made by the opening 
of (looi's and shutters, anil of swo(!piu,g, 
dusting, etc.. was .so great that ho could 
not sleep. "'J'ruly," said he, "tho .lup- 
aiicso are an pnorgetic people, fond of 
work, who toil from early in the inorn- 
ing until late at night"— in this way did 
lie praise the ,Tiipani>so. It is not noc 
essary specially to iidduco proof of tho 
fact tliat tho .Tapanose are an industri- 
ous iieoplo; their .ictivity is shown ov 
in their iiuick lomper and impationc?. 

Mr. Kisliiinoto declares Japan to bo 
the future homo of art. In such brancboa 
as textile fabrics, embroidery, paint- 
ing, laciiuer, in Boral arraugemeut, in 
the tea ceremony, in porcelain, garden 
ing, in plant roaring, in all tliesn the 
{■hiiracturislic Utvi- of beauty reveal.'- 
self. 'tWliilc on tho siibjfct of .Tapaneso 
lovo of iiaturo it is iutoresting to turn 
to (iiir place and personal niimos. 
Among Iheso ar« numerous very grace- 
ful e.xamplos. .M.v own nanio," declaros 
tlia ]n'offssor frankly, "is not particularly 
tine; it smacks a little (if the common, 
poihnps. but Ibis is an exception, and 
the fact ri'iiiains that the iiauies wliicli 
appear likr boautiful scenery are miany. 
.Such as Kawasaki, "\'okoliam'a, Oiso, 
.\taini, Matsiisliiiiia, SliiraKawiv, At) 
niori, etc., aiiioiig place names, and 
among personal names, Tanigawa, Sugi- 
mura, Kawaknmi, Yamada, llara, Taki, 
all be.'iutiful designati(uis suggesting nat 
iiral scenery. Among the gentlemen 
present alsQ. there must he many such 
KtrikUig' nnroes. This Is indeed, .a pbsl 
live fact. Those of you who are familiar 
with the lan.gungcs of Bngland, Ger- 
many, and Franco, will recall exam- 
ples of European names; I do not say 
there are no fine ones among them, hut 
it is doubtful -whether they are- so num- 
erous na.'tlie.l.'Jnpnnosc. I- will trj- to 
give you an example of what I menti 
■Coiuparing foreign and .Tapanes'e cakes' 
and confectionery, (kwaslii) the former 
are often most unpleasant to look at: 
doubtless as far as eating is couconied, 
tlie.v are mitritlous, and may contain 
mill;, but their appearance is docidedly 
nut attraelivo. On the other hand, it wo 
tiii'ii to iinr .Tap'^ucse confectionery, 
inoclii-gwashi, of course, and hi-gwaslii 
tCoiifootioiiery composed of rice or 
wlioalon Hour and sugar) they will re- 
veal tho same artistic porcoptiou. Con- 
fectionery beautiful in appearancp sohius 
to bo .made in larger quantities than that 
which is merely tasty. 1 take it to bo a 
fundamontal trait of the .Tapauese char- 
actor to prefer to oat sdinetliiiig beau- 
tiful rather than something pleasant to 
taste: Let us take a third example. 
.Ciimpare I'oroiVii and .Taiianeso pl.'iying- 
cards, for instance. 'J'he designs of the 
former are badly done, and .-ire without 
meaning: they are ntti'rly lacking in 
.b(>auty: wlioroas, as you know, our c.'inls 
are apportioned tor' llic twelve luontbs 
of the year, and Minuii.^- these reprosoii- 
tations of boautiful llowers and scenery 
fre()Uoutly occur. This is but an i>x- 
ample, !but by it we can understaiul 
tho .Tapaneso mind, and the extent 
which it is stooped in the love of art; 
the .rapaiiese arc assuredly, on tlie whole, 
.1 boaiity-loving people. 

or coui'se the lino arts flourish greatly 
in Kuroiie, anil when M'e speak of tlieni. 
we at onco think of Greece; and of 
Kuropo of today it cannot be ilcuiod thai 
art is advancing, but it is ail nvrtrictod 
to the beltei' classes — an aristocratic 
the common pcoiile caiiiiot cannot a]i- 
iireciato llio beauty of works of art. 
But .rapaiu'so art is tho art of the nr- 
dinary poo]ilo, and the lowi-r classes are 
oven able to apiirocialo relineuient and 
beauty, and in lact tlioy do so. How- 
ever ]i(iiir a mail's lioiiso it is, you will 
tind growing against tbo broken trellis 
at . tho outranoe. a morning glory with 
tho flower in bloom; in the dust-black- 
ened ramshackle places oven yon will 
see an inferior kakomono hanging; and 
in_ the corner an old samison will be 
lying. Again, in Europe, the hnvor plns- 
ses never play chess, aud it greatly sur- 
prises foreigners that tho Japanese "lower 
classes do so; they cannot understand 
liow it is that persons in such a walk 
of life should take pleasure in a relined 
game of that kind. 

In the estimation of the I'^uropoaii, it 
has come to ho believed that, without 
spciiding 'a: large, nuiouut of money, 
beauty and ■refiue'nient cannot be bought. 
Hut .lapanese beauty aud refinement are 
democratic; everybody c!i;n enjoy them; 
and they have .not yet grown to be a 
monopoly of any class. It may be said, 
■I think, that from birth till death tho 
Japanese is accustomed to spend his life 
ill eating beaute hearing beauty, and 
sooing beauty. The Japanese are really 
born in the midst of the hoautiful; they 
are brought up in it, and they die iu it. 

European civilization is certainly a 
convonient thing. In tho old days it 
to(;k_froiu 'fiftooii to twenty days to go 
to Kyoto, whereas today, through rail- 
way .faeililios, we can go through iu loss 
than twouty-four hours. Hut couveii- 
iont as this is, it lias done terrible in- 
jury to beauty. Somchoily, speakiug of 
our modern civilization, lias called it tlio 
"vulgarity , of civilization." I lived . for 
some time at Ilikono, and often visited 
the eastern bank of Biwa Lake at Omi, 
where the .'^ceuory is most picturesque, 
aud from the coiitomphition thereof I 
lised_ to derive groat enjnyniout. But 
a railway line has boon ruii through this 
neighborhood, which boldly and intru- 
sively cuts through the liili; part of the 
lake has boon reclaimed, and the scen- 
ery is completely ruined, .There nre 

many such unsightly examples result- 

ing from modern civilization. Tclegroph jMngazine.
